THE FALL CA.HPAUJJi. 


With tho coming on of cool au- 


tumn weather the political campaign 
is fairly opened. There will bo a 
liUlo raoro than two months in which 
to do tho real work cf electing the 
next President. Stump speaking is 
now in order. But the more effec- 
tive work is to be done by County 
and Central Committees. The latter 
usually map out tho work for a State. 
The former takes care of the county, 
canvasses every parish and school 
district. Of course the groat mass- 
meetings »erve to enthuse voters, 
But quiet work in small districts 
tells always nt the polls. 


Up to this date there has been no 


extraordinary enthusiasm manifested 
by either party. Perhaps it was too 
early to look for it. But both par- 
ti»s will warm up to the work soon. 
There has been pno notable change 
in the position of tho Kepublican 
party within the last ten days. Be- 
fore Congress adjourned it had n 
gl'eat deal to do by way of defend- 
ing its record, especially during the 
present administration. 
It ia no 


longer on the defensive,bnt has gone 
vigorously about the business of ar- 
raigning tho Democratic party on 
its record for the last sixteen years 
This has forced the Democrats to a 
defensive campaign,. which is gen 
erally a losing one. Of course the 
charge is flung back by the latter 
that the Republicans are elevating 
that bloody shirt once more. Per- 
haps no speech more effective in its 
way has yet been made touching the 
past record of the two parties than 
that made by Benjamin Harrison, 
tho Kepublican candidate for Gover- 
nor of Indiana. Instead of taking 
defeanive ground ho went after the 
Democratic party and arraigned it 
after this manner: 


The great crime which has ramoved 


the Democratic party from tho con- 
fidence of the peoplfl has been the crime 
of treason, and never until that taint is 
eradicated can it ever expect to enjoy 
that confidence. 


1. It prepared the way for rebellion 


doctrinaof States' rights, and its 


corollary of no power to coerce a rebel- 
lions Bute. 


2. It filled the armies of treason;

The fight continued three hours, with 
no advantage for either side, The Turks 
then reinforced their artillery with three 
rnoro batteries, and the advance fire 
proved tremendous. 


SERVIAN U1IAYEHY. 


The Servians made a fine struggle,

The Servian 
infantry were in the valley north of Lit- 
tle Independent Hill, -which commands 
tho entrance to tho clefilcg, and at inter- 
vals of a quarter of an hour sharp vol- 
leys from rifles are heard amid the 
thnndcr of some dozen butteries.

A TRAiN OF CARS ON FIRE. 


A Spectacle at Night on tho Phila- 


delphia and Baltimore Railroad. 


On the Philadelphia, "Wilmington 


aaci Baltimore Bailroad. near Htem- 
inor'a Bun, at about 3 o'clock yes- 
terday morning, the axle of the third 
car from the locomotive broke, and 
sis cars were thrown crosswise on the 
track. 
A coal oil lamp burning in 


.one of the narrow-gauge cars explod- 
ed, scattering the burning fluid over 
the car, the flames rapidly commani- 
cating to the cars to the right and 
left. James A. Schoen, who had 
charge of the new cars, and waa seat- 
ed in the one where the lamp ex- 
ploded, was awakened by the shock 
caused by the accident, and while 
still 
fast 
asleep found 
himself 


surrounded by smoke and flame. An 
unknown man, supposed to be a 
tramp, broke one of the windows 
and rescued Schoen from his peril- 
ous position. Meanwhile the iire 
spread with astonishing rapidity to 
the other cars. 'Die tratn hands 
•went to work as fast as possible to 
uncouple the cars, but as this was a 
labor necessarily involving 
some 


time, on account of tho large num- 
ber of cars on the train, twelve cars 
were consumed by the flames while 
the rest, numbering nineteen, were 
being uncoupled and taken to a safe 
place. The burned cars contained 
merchandise for the "West and South 
which is .all an utter loss. The 
northern freight train from. Balti- 
more, on arriving at the scene of the 
accident, was obliged to stop until 
theimpedimentswere removed. The 
train consisted of t«relvefroightcai-g, 
and the employees assisted in clear- 
ing the track. " At abont fifteen min- 
utes after seven o'clock this train 
was enabled 
to pass on. 
The 


train hands of the express and 
passenger train from President street 
at 6:55 did not know the exact 
place of the accident, snd from in- 
formation given them believing that 
it was at a point further north, ap- 
proached the scene of the accident 
at a rapid rate. Owing to a curve 
ia the road the engineer did not ob- j 
serve his proximity to the freight 
train, then just about to leave, in 
time to slacken the speed of his 
train and prevent a collision. Hence 
the locomotive of tho passenger 
train ran iato the rear car of the 
freight train, disabling the, locomo- 
motiTe. Three of the rear cars of 
tha freight train were thrown from 
the track and badly damaged. None 
of the passenger cars, which were 
filled with people, were damaged. 


Ths Talne of the merchandise de- 


stroyed on the burnt freight trains 
•mounts to about $15,000, which 
will be paid by the Philadelphia, 
"Wilmington and Baltimore Kailrond. 
Tbis is independent of the destruc- 
tion of tho cars, which -will proba- 
bly swell the loss to double this 
nmonat. — Baltimore American, Alia.
